The Nebraska Legislature has turned 
down a bill making it unlawful for employers 
to refuse to hire a person because of his race, 
creed or color. 
The Legislature emasculated another bill, 
aimed at prohibiting racial discrimination in 
the sale of real estate, to the point that its 
introducer asked that it be killed.

The principal 
reason cited for the law­ 
makers’ opposition to a fair employment prac­ 
tices act or a fair housing act was that these 
measures inject undue gov ernmental inter­ 
ference into the priv ate affairs of businessmen 
and property owners.*

There is much justification for this {xisi- 
tion. For gov ernment to become inv olv ed in 
the hiring practices of a businessman or in 
the selection of a buyer for a home is an ex­ 
treme inv asion of indiv idual freedom. 
Such gov ernmental action can be justified 
only if it is clearly in the interest of the health 
and welfare of the public—if, in other words, 
failure of gov ernment to take such action will 
result in great public damage. 
In the case of racial discrimination, the 
ev idence continues to grow' that strong gov ­ 
ernment action is needed if serious strife is 
to be av erted and if the American claim of 
democracy and equality of citizens is to hav e 
any meaning around the world. 
Thus the clash of gov ernment-enforced 
equalit>' and indiv idual freedoms presents a 
most v exing dilemma for legislators.

.\t the same time the Nebraska Legisla­ 
ture is v oting in fav or of indiv idual freedom 


in racial discrimination, howe\er, it is v oting 
against indiv idual freedom in adv ancing a bill 
telling businessmen when they must close 
their stores and what goods they can and can­ 
not sell on a giv en day.

Certainly the principle of the proposed 
Sunday closing law is as v iolently opposed to 
indiv idual liberties as the principle of fair em­ 
ployment and fair housing legislation. 
If the Legislature goes ahead now and 
passes the Sunday closing law, after killing 
fair employment and fair housing bills, it will 
be guilty of the greatest inconsistency and 
hypocrisy. 
In any ev ent, the death of the anti-dis­ 
crimination bills in Nebraska places an un­ 
precedented burden on indiv iduals and priv ate 
business to eliminate discrimination in em­ 
ployment and housing v oluntarily through an 
intensiv e educational and promotional cam­ 
paign. 
Business groups such as the State Cham­ 
ber of Commerce and Associated Industries of 
Nebraska hav e insisted that this is the proper 
approach to ending discrimination. They now 
will hav e the chance to produce on their word. 
Some assistance might come also from 
Gov . Morrison’s ap}>ointiTient of a state Hu­ 
man Relations Council. Rut success of this 
approach will be minimal unless the gov ernor 
himself is willing to giv e v igorous personal 
leadership to the effort.

At this point, there is still a tremendous 
task ahead in creating racial equality in Ne­ 
braska.
